She has 12 VG or EX daughters and seven proven sons that are posi- 
tive for PTI. Alstar is sired by Marodore Goliaths Ronald. 55 of 61 
scored daughter are 77 points or higher with 38 Very Good and three 
Excellent. They average 81.4 points. Alstar was bred by Aaron Gable 
of New Enterprise, Penn. Semen is available from Select Sires. 


2. Golden J Les George is a success story resulting from the sam- 
pling of the son of a young sire. He is a son of Flambeau Manor 
Tiller Les-ET and was produced before Les had a proof. He is out 
of an EX-90 Royal Oak with a pair of records over 24,000M and 
1,200F. The next dam was a VG-87 Magic Gold Star Cow that put 
out 160,000M in seven lactations before she was nine years old. The 
next two dams are VG-87 with over 1,000F. Geo, as he is called, 
sires very high fat percent and Productive Life and is the second 
highest Active Sire for Final Score while also boasting an Udder and 
Foot and Leg Composite over 1.3. He has 33 daughters scored. 23 
are scored Very Good. 24 of the 33 are Very Good in the Mammary 
System with five sporting Excellent udders. His daughters average 
81.6 points. Geo was bred by Trent and Leann Jensen of Amery, 
Wis. Semen is available from Genex / CRI. 


3. Golden J Ronald Grumpy is a son of Marodore Goliaths Ronald 
and is a maternal brother to Geo, being out of the EX-90 Royal Oak 
Grinch cow. Their brother by Skipper — Gary — is #12 on the Ac- 
tive Al list. Grumpy and Geo have a VG-84 Regis sister with over 
1,200F. They also have VG-87 sisters by Showtime and Challenge. 
Grumpy is among the top 5 Active Sires for NM$, Productive Life 
and Udder Composite. 39 of Grumpy’s 43 scored daughters are 76 
points or higher including four Excellents. Their average score is 
81.6 points. Grumpy was bred by Trent and Leann Jensen of Amery, 
Wisconsin. Semen is available from Select Sires. 


4. Spring Walk Icy Iceberg-ET is a son of Trotacre Enhancer Lew- 
is-ET and out of Lantz Farm Tiller Icy, EX-91. In three lactations, 
Icy made over 120,000M with 5.3% fat and 3.5% protein. She was 
the HM All-American Jr. 2-Year-Old in 2001 and All-American 
Jr. Three- Year-Old a year later. Iceberg has four Excellent and six 
Very Good sisters. Eleven sisters have made over 900F. The next 
dam was an unscored Smokey Hornet. Iceberg has several brothers 
and nephews in AI sampling programs. He has 34 daughters on test 
in the US and 73 in the UK. He has 26 daughters scored in the US, 
10 of them are scored Very Good but 22 of the 26 are 76 points or 
higher. They average 78.7 points. Iceberg was bred by Spring Walk 
Farm of Big Prairie, Ohio. Semen is available from Genex / CRI. 


5. Idle Gold Idle Neer Casanova-ET is a newcomer to the Ac- 
tive Al list from a new supplier of Guernseys Genetics. Steve Sy- 
wassink of Idle Neer Farm in Letts, lowa, has developed and made 
this +2,000M sire available. The bottom side of his pedigree will 
be well-known to most Guernsey breeders as he is from the VG- 
88 Royal Oak sister to popular sire Challenge. She currently has 
196,000M lifetime with a top record just 40 pounds shy of 40,000M. 
Casanova’s sire is Idle Neer Success, another proven bull that Idle 
Neer has made available this month. Success is a Tag Lane Ideal 
Sharp son from an EX-93 Nells Glow Enhancer Patton with over 
1,200F and 940P. Casanova is the top bull in the breed for milk 
and protein pounds. Still early in his career, he has just 5 daughters 
scored in 2 herds. They average 76.6 points. Semen can be obtained 
by calling Steve Sywassink directly at 319-729-5400. 
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6. Myown Poker Bingo-ET is a Myown Magic Poker son from 
Laeschland Perfect Bliss, EX-92. Bliss was named Grand Cham- 
pion at World Dairy Expo while she was the #1 CPI cow in the 
breed. Named All-American as a Four-Year-Old, Bliss has a top 
record over 35,000M, 1,350F and 1,250P. She has five VG or EX 
daughters, all of which have made over 21,000M and 850F. The 
next dam was the world-famous Laeschland Telestar Biddy, EX- 
94, with over 160,000M lifetime. 14 of his 20 scored daughters are 
VG or EX. They average 81.3 points with just two under 75 points. 
One of his two EX first-crop daughters was nominated All-Ameri- 
can Aged Cow in 2010 and 2011. Bingo ranks among the leaders 
for Fat and Protein pounds, DPR, PL, NM$ and Somatic Cell Score. 
His official production evaluation includes 23 daughters in the US 
and 20 in Canada.

7. Lang Haven Decision Natural is a bull that has built a popular 
reputation for solid udders with an outcross pedigree. He is the only 
son of Lang Haven Lorry Decision that was ever sampled in AI. His 
dam, an EX-90 Hot Shot, had over 26,000M, 1,200F and 850P. The 
next dam was an EX-90 Perfecto that made over 100,000M lifetime. 
The Perfecto is the granddam of Lang Haven Luxury Neon and the 
third dam of Lang Haven Tiller Nick-ET. 32 of the 54 scored daugh- 
ters are VG with four Excellents. Seven daughters boast EX mam- 
mary systems. His daughters average 81.5 points. Natural was bred 
by Don and Kathy Langrehr of West Salem, Wis. Semen is available 
from Select Sires. 


8. Jens Gold C Blue Spruce is a son of Idle Gold E. His dam was 
an EX-92 daughter of Jens Gold Pro King Royal Oak with a top 
record of 4-04 365D 22,880M 5.3% 1,215F 3.2% 735P. She calved 
five times making over 114,000M lifetime and was the HM All- 
American Aged Cow in 2004. The next dam was a D-77 Willows 
Admiral Jasper that twice made over 800F. Behind her was an Ex- 
cellent cow that completed six lactations. Blue Spruce had a VG-86 
Lewis sister that made over 800F. 36 of his 63 scored daughters are 
Very Good with 50 over 76 points. They average 79.9 points. He 
was syndicated in the 2006 International Guernsey Classic Sale and 
is marketed by Genex. 


9. Penny Lane Royal Oak Turley is one of the older, reliable sires 
available with many second-crop daughter calving in. He is a son of 
Jensgolden Proking Royal Oak. His dam was a VG-85 Tamaracks 
Perfectos Valor-ET daughter that made over 26,000 and 1,000F in 
each of her first two lactations. The next dam was a VG-87 Magic 
daughter with over 110,000M lifetime and individual records over 
1,300F. The third dam was an EX-91 Ron with over 1,000F. Turley 
has 115 scored daughters, of which 63 are Very Good and eight are 
Excellent. 96 of the 115 are 77 points or higher in the Mammary Sys- 
tem. They average 80.8 for final score. Turley was bred by Seth, Han- 
nah and Kaleb Kohler of Baltimore, Ohio. Semen is available from 
Select Sires. Royalties from the sale of Turley semen continue to add 
to the endowment of the Turley Scholarship Fund. 


10. Oak Knob Maxie Laredo is another newcomer to the Active 
Al list. He was sampled by Dairybelt Guernsey Sires and semen is 
available by contacting the Dairybelt through the AGA office. Lar- 
edo is sired by the first independent bull Dairybelt sampled success- 
fully - Marfred Maxie-ET. His EX-92 dam, sired by a homebred 
bull, made over 138,000M lifetime with 5.0% fat and 3.6% protein. 
The next dam was a D-78 Nitro that twice made over 1,000F. 7 of 
his 9 scored daughters are Very Good and they average 79.7 points. 
Laredo was bred by Oak Knob Guernseys of Cresco, Iowa.

J R Oak Grinch and the impact she was 
beginning to have on the breed as a brood 
cow. At that time she had two sons on the ac- 
tive A.I. list. Grumpy daughters were turning 
heads at the Four Winds Dispersal and Geo 
made his debut in the top five on the active 
list for PTI. Following the recent proof run 
in December 2011, with the addition of Gary, 
Grinch has now made it the perfect trifecta, 
as all three of her sons that were sampled 
through A.I. have graduated and made it onto 
the active list! These three sons are sired by 
three different bulls, they are each throwing a 
little different pattern from the other, and they 
are all making good ones!

Grumpy, sired by Ronald, is the veter- 
an of the three brothers. He is siring cattle 
with very good udders. The udders are well 
attached, with a lot of quality in them. By 
quality, I mean they are silky in appearance 
and I would guess they milk out very clean 
with not a lot of “meatiness” to the udder. 
His daughters are moderate for stature and 
I still feel you need to protect on strength 
when using him. Many of his daugh- 
ters just lack a little strength and width of 
chest. The other area to protect on when 
using him is feet and legs. I would like to 
see the Grumpy daughters a little stronger 
in their pastern and track straighter in the 
hock from the rear view. The legs are not 
a severe problem, just an area to protect on 
when using Grumpy. 

Geo was the second Grinch son to make 
the active list and it didn’t take him long to 
make an impact, soaring right to the top of 
the active list in just his second proof run in 
April 2011. Sired by Les, Geo was the result 
of a young sire mating. He was picked up 
by Genex/CRI before Les even had a proof 
himself. Geo has done what I think we all 
strive for and that is improve the next gen- 
eration. What I mean exactly is the Geo 
daughters are very similar to the Les daugh- 
ters, only better. Geo daughters are small but 
have balanced frames and are straight-lined. 
They have very well-attached udders with 
strong udder cleft and great teat placement. 
Where they improve the most over the Les 
daughters is they are deeper and have more 


openness of rib. They are sharper, cleaner 
throughout and have more angularity. Geo 
daughters generally have correct feet and 
legs with a very clean, flat bone through the 
hock and a steep foot angle. 

The third and final Grinch son, Gary, 
is sired by Coulee Crest Luxury Skipper. 
Comparing the daughters of the three broth- 
ers, the Gary daughters have the best frames. 
They are tall and long with a deep, open rib 
and lots of dairyness and angularity. Gary 
also provides more width and strength than 
his two brothers. I think the Gary daughters 
more closely resemble Grinch herself as far 
as frame goes. The Gary daughters appear 
to be milking extremely well with high, wide 
rear udders. The other consistent thing I 
have noticed is he will lower the pins, which 
is a nice addition to the active list. 

In closing, all three bulls seem to be 
siring outstanding production potential. 
The daughters are milking well and their 
production numbers reflect that. Also, it is 
important to note that all three bulls have 
been tested A2A2 which is very important 
as the demand for cows with the A2 pro- 
tein seems to be increasing almost daily. It 
is impressive when a cow is able to have 
multiple sons sampled through a young 
sire program; but the fact that all three of 
Grinch’s sons have now made active ser- 
vice, elevates her right up there with some 
of the outstanding brood cows in the breed.

THE SIRES 

Sixty different sires provided at least one All-American nominee in 
2011.

Descendents of the 
two greatest Guernsey show cows in recent memory each sired four.

THE OWNERS 

The 2011 All-American nominees hail from sixteen different states.
